session of Philadelphia, in 1777, unde 
Lord Howe, the situation of the Amer 
can residents was in many particulars ex 
ceedinglv distressing.

do this every person was required to ob 
tain a pass, which frequently for frivolou 
and capricious reasons was denied. Guard 
were stationed along Vine street from th 
Delaware river to the Scbuylkill, formin 
a complete barrier; beyond these, throug 
the woods extending as far as Frankford 
were stationed tbe picket guards—thu 
rendering it almost impossible to reac 
the Bristol mills without the requisit 
pass-. 


The American forces at this perioi 


were at Valley Forge, suffering from coli 
anrt hunger, while their enemies, 
th 


British, were comfortably housed in Phil 
ndelpliia, occupied with feastings, ball 
and amusements. 
A poor woman wit 


six children, whose husband was in th 
American army at Valley Forge', had mad 
frequent applications for a pass to th 
mills, and for some reason was refused 
Rendered desperate by disappointment 
she determined to attempt the journe 
without a pass, and by good luck eludei 
the guards arid reached Bristol unmo- 
lested. 


There were six brothers in the vicinit,

MILK TND WATEB, 


Some years ago Punch had a picture of 


a householder going to the door with a 
pitcher iu each hand to receive his milk. 
The milkman asks what the second pitcher 
is for, whereupon be meekly requests that 
the milk be put in one and the water in 
the other, so that he can mix them to 
suit himself. 
It appears from a recent 


report that some milk dealers have can- 
didly confessed at Albany that they un- 
dertake the mixing themselves, but they 
appear to think that so long as they adul- 
terate their milk witb water alone no- 
body has any just ground for complaint. 
In defence they say that their customers 
insist on having milk cheip, and so they 
meet the demand for low prices by selling 
water at the same price as milk. Unfor- 
tunately, tbe adulteration of milk, even 
with water alone, is not a laughing mat- 
ter. 
The water may and probably does 


make all the difference between nutrition 
and innutrition, so far as the scores of 
thousands of children are concerned, 
whose chief food this is. 


If bakers were habitually to adulterate 


their flour with gypsum or some other 
non-alimentary substance, so as to deprive 
the bread of fifty per cent, of its nutri- 
ment, there would be no doubt entertained 
is to the criminal nature of the fraud. 
But though it is certain the bills of infant 
mortality are constantly increased by the 
difficulty of obtaining pure and wholesome 
milk, there is a disposition nn the part of 
dealers to regard this kind of adulteration 
as almost legitimate. 


No measures are too strong, however, 


;o convince such persons of their mistake, 
"or there is no article of generalconsump- 
tion the importance of purity in which is 
greater than in milk. It may be that 
adulteration with water is not so bad as 
the doctoring with calves' brains and the 
long list of Hastinesses which r.t various 
times have been emplojed for this pur- 
pose ; but adulteration with water de- 
troys the chief value of the mill; as food, 
nd, therefore, is as illegitimate as any 


other fraud. Water, however, can always 
>e detected in milk by the use of the lac- 
tometer, and, therefore, even if such milk 


•aoctpoa tli« uigiJauoa of tha iricpaatorc, 
he consumer can, at a slight expense and 
rouble, always protect himself against 
this form of adulteration. But no water- 
ed milk ought to pass, neither can it if 
he most ordinary care is exercised, and 
f such milk is habitually sold the fact in- 
dicates that due vigilance has" not been 
employed.—N. Y Tribune.

A few fi lends in conversation several 


evenings ago with Mrs. Logan, the wife 
of the Republican nominee 
for Vice 


President, refened to the increased labor 
which the General's nomination would 
impose upon her. This estimable lady 
modestly replied: "A great deal has 
been said at different times about the 
assistance I render to the Geneial in the 
performance of his public duties. I aid 
him by relieving him of many details, but 
it is not right to say that I write his 
speeches, because it is not correct.

I read all his letters and lay 


all their contents before him. Most 
public men are at the mercy of their 
private secretaries, who do not hava their 
interests at heart and who often abuse 
the confidence reposed in them.

sonable request is entitled to some sort 
of a response. The General has never 
deceived anyone, because he has known 
the contents of all his correspondence.

I be- 
long to that class of American women 
who feel that the glory of their husbancs 
is their glory. 
I chose rather to shir.c 


in the reflected light of my husband than 
to put myself forward. It has always 
been my sole tmbition to be a good and 
useful wife and a true mother. 
I have 


been the companion of my husband and 
I think this is the sole ambition of the 
great mass of American women, as it 
should be." 


The conversation then turned upon a 


few of the details of this remarkable 
woman's 
life. 
This simple narrative

The 


American ancestry of Mrs. Logan goes 
back to a sturdy Irish settler of Virginia 
and a French pioneer of Louisiana. Her 
great-granfjther, 
Robert Cunningham, 


of Virginia, was a soldier of the war fur 
Independence, after which he removed to 
Tennessee, thence to Alabama and thence 
to Illinois, when still a Territory, and 
there manumitted hid slaves. 
Hur father, 


Captain John M. Cunningham, served in 
the fierce BlacU Hawk war, 
He was a 


member of tha Legislature of Illinois in 
1845 and '46 and served in the Mexican 
war 
Her mother was Miss Elizabeth 


Fontaine, of a distinguished family of 
that name which had arrived in Louisiana 
during the French occupancy of that 
country and had thunce journeyed up tha 
Mississippi liver and settled in Missouri. 
It was burn that John Cunningham met 
his bride and it was near the present 
village ol Sturgeon, then known as Peters- 
burg, in IJuone county, Mo , that Mary 
Siinmer->on Logan was born, on August 
15, 1838. 
When she was one year old 


her parents removed to Illinois and set- 
tled at Marion, in Williamson county. 
It was here that the mother and her old- 
est daughter, then but nine vears old 
shared the dangers of a frontier hutni 
and the cares and solicitude of a growing 
family, when the husband 
and 
fathui 


forth to fight the battles of his cuun 


try upon the parched plains of Mexici 
and braved thu trials and privations of a 
miner's life in the Sierras of California. 


Tliis courageous and dutiful little gir 


relieved her mother, who was not stron 
of most nf the household work, and sul 
found time to attend the primitive schoo 
of the neighborhood and tram herself in 
useful needlework. 


The father felt a just pride iu his eld 


e?t daughter. 
The assistance which slu 


had rendered her mother during hu long 
absence in Mexico and California hac 
even more closely endeared her to his 
lieart, and tier love of study'bad promptec 
nun to give part of nis income to her 
pioper education. 
Accordingly, in 185: 


the daughter was sent to the Convent o 
St. Vincent, neir Morganfield, Ky., 
branch of the Nazareth Institute, the 
oldest institution of tbe kind in the 
country. This was the nearest educa- 
tional establishment of sufficient 
ad- 


vancement in the higher branches ol 
knowledge. 
The young lady was rearec 


a Baptist, after her marriage she joined 
the Methodist Church, the church of the 
Logan family. 


Having graduated in 1855, Miss Cun- 


ningham returned to her father's home 
at Shawneetown. 
In her younger days 


when a mere child, she had aided her 
father as sheriff of the county, Clerk ol 
the Court and Register of the Land office 
in preparing his papers. 
Those were not 


the days of blank forms for legal docu- 
ments. 
Accordingly the father depended 


upon the daughter to make copies for 
him. 
While Mary Cunningham was thus 


aiding her father in his official duties 
John A. Logan wasProsecnting Attorney 
of the district. 
He had known Father 


Cunningham and was his warm friend. 
He had known the daughter as a little 
girl. In 1855 they were married and at 


Cairo Mrs. Logan joined her husband 
tliere. 
During the fierce battle of Bel- 


mont Mrs. Logan heard tho booming of 
the guns across tha turgid flood of the 
Mississippi. 
In the midst of painful and 


anxious suspense for the safety of her 
own, of whom she felt that he was in the 
thickest of the conflict, she gave a helping 
hand to the care of the wounded and 
suffering solders as they were brought 
back from that bloody field. 


When the army entered upon the Ten- 


nessee rivur campaign Mrs. Logan again 
returned 
to her home, but was soon 


shocked by the news from Donalnson 
that her husband had fallen at the head 
of his charging columns, dangerously 
wounded. She hastened to tho scene to 
care for her husband. 
For days it was 


a struggle between life and death. 


At Memphis, iu the winter of 1862-3, 


Mrs. Logan again joined her husband, 
now a general, and remained there until 
he led his troops in the campaign which 
ended in the surrender of Vicksburg. 


During this time and to the end of the 


war Mrs. Logan remained at Carbondale, 
where, out of the General's salary, they 
had bought an unpretentious home. Up n 
his return from the war General Logan 
was nominated by acclamation for Con- 
gressmaa-at-Large. 
After his election 


Mrs. Logan returned to Washington and 
has been onfl of the prominent figures iu 
Washington society ever since. 


The arduous work of the approaching 


campaign will find Mrs. Logan again ex- 
erting all her genius for the success of 
her husband and with that the success cf 
the Republican ticket. 
The mass of

Many of the boys appeared bright and 
intelligent, and were dressed neatly and 
respectably.

AND FKUIT STAINS. 


Fruit juices, wines, jams, etc, leave 
stains which are difficult to deal with, and 
troublesome 
First, it is well to wash 


with water to remove sugary matter, then 
use diluted ammonia to neutralize the 
acid, after which exposure to the fumes 
of burning sulphur. The difficulty of tbe 
last application is its injury to colors, as 
u bleaches vegetable dyes, so it must on- 
lj be resorted to as the last extremity. 
The agonies of mind suffered by hostesses 
who see their best tablecloths and servi- 
ettes stained with wine are not always 
altogether concealed from guests, nor 
postponed until opportunity serves for 
giving vent to indignation. 
There U a 


tradition that depositing a spoonful of 
salt upon a port wine stain immediately 
after it has been given wiU neutralize the 
injury. 
This is altogether a delusion. 


Anything to keep the spot moist until 
remedies are applied would do as well. 
It is simpler And-more effective to dip 
the part in boiling milk as soon as possi- 
ble afterwards, nnd keep the milk boiling 
until tbe spot disappears.

of Greenland tell us that, although this 
is the case now, it was not tbe case in 
former ages, md consequently thut there 
is no necessary connection between an ex- 
tremely low temperature and a position 
naar the pole 
They tell us, in short. 


that this association is purely temporary 
and accidental. It is striking and curious 
enough to find, in the bleak headlands of 
the isle of Mull, on our own coasts, the 
leaves of an abundant forest vegetation 
the large leaves of tbe plane tree, the 
evergreen needles of the texodium, of the 
yew, and of tbe pine, and mixed with 
these the frond-like leaves of the tree 
called by botanists "Salisburia," which is 
now au inhabitant of Japan. But the 
curiosity of this contrast between the 
present and the past, as regards climatal 
conditions; is nothing to the still greater 
centrist in this matter which is presented 
by by finding the same fossil flora in the 
rocks of Greenland—rocks whose sur- 
faces are now most wholly bare of vege- 
tation, and «ll the higher elevations ol 
which are covered with eternil ice and 
snow.
